Ham ilton met man y of the city ’s 
represen tative busin ess men , but 
they d id n ot take kin d ly to his 
scheme, as it had been learn ed that 
he had operated at Sweet Sprin gs 
prior to comin g here. 
In fact, on e 
of the bran ches 
of H am ilton ’s 
n ovelty busin ess was to en gage in 
the bottlin g 
of Sweet Sprin gs 
water on an exten sive scale in this 
city an d 
arran ge 
for 
its 
sale 
throughout the Un ited States. 
Fin ally Ham ilton gave it out 
that he had purchased (on cred it) 
the K en tucky street plan in g mill, 
an d great thin gs were promised . A 
little later, however, Hamilton d is­ 
appeared , leavin g several people 
to mourn his d eparture by reason 
of un paid bills. 
N ow comes the in formation that 
Hamilton , together with his part­ 
n er, J. W . Blake, is un d er arrest 
in St. Louis, charged with usin g 
the Un ited States mails with the 
in ten tion to d efraud . 
The Post- 
Dispatch of last even in g say s : 
Un ited 
States 
Commission er 
Gray has set the hearin g of John 
W . Hamilton an d J. W . Blake, 
charged with usin g the mails« ' in a 
con spiracy to d efraud , for T hurs­ 
d ay morn in g at lo o’clock an d 
fixed the bon d s at $800 each. 
They were un able to give bon d 
an d were reman d ed to jail. 
H am ilton was in a pitiable con ­ 
d ition while before Commission er 
Gray . 
He is ad d icted to the use of 
morphin e at the rate of a grain 
every three hours, an d his allow­ 
an ce was shut off when he was ar­ 
rested at 10 o’clock M on d ay m orn ­ 
in g. 
Sin ce then he has had a 
varied an d strain in g, experien ce, 
calculated to throw even a n ormal 
man off his n erve. 
H e spen t part 
of the time in the hold over, which 
was n ot quietin g to his n erves, but 
worse than that, a large part of the 
time he was un d ergoin g the process 
of “ sw eatin g” by city d etectives, 
Mk 
postofiice in spectors an d n ewspaper 
reporters. 
The result was that by Tuesd ay 
morn in g when he was taken from 
the hold -over to go before Commis­ 
sion er Gray , with his compan ion , 
Blake, he was in a state bord erin g 
on collapse. 
W hen given a seat in Commis­ 
sion er G ray ’s office, his head fell 
forward to the d esk an d his whole 
frame trembled as though he had a 
chill. 
Commission er Gray n oticed 
his con d ition an d asked some ques­ 
tion s which brought out rather a 
pathetic story from the tall man 
w ith the sid e whiskers. 
Ham ilton said his wife d ied two 
y ears ago, leavin g three small chil­ 
d ren . 
T w o of these had been sen t 
to live with relatives, an d on e, 
a 
crirl 6 vears old , had remain ed with 
her father. 
A fter his wife d ied he 
said he was afflicted with rheuma­ 
tism an d to ease the pain took mor­ 
phin e. 
He became a slave to the 
habit an d had con tin ued so, takin g

eight grain s a d ay regularly . 
His 
arrest an d i .n prison men t 
caught him without an y of the 
d rug, an d he said he had suffered 
the “ tortures of the d am n ed ” be­ 
cause of his d eprivation . 
He seemed to take little in terest 
in the proceed in gs before Commis­ 
sion er Gray , but con tin ued to moan 
an d utter in coheren t ejaculation s, 
man v of which were half-formed 
pray ers for relief from his suffer- 


He seemed to be greatly worried , 
too, over the safety of his little 
girl, who was left at his lod gin gs, 
t 2o5 W ashin gton aven ue, when he 
was taken away by the officers.

There are two features af- 
iecting the commercial success of the 
canals whie*h liave not been consid­ 
ered as y et, and these are the question 
of favoraJjle winds as aiTceling tlie 
amount of sailing tonnag e that would 
seek either route, and tlie y et more se­ 
rious <|iicstion of the curvai lire of the 
canals as aiTecting both steam and 
sailing Y(\s*icls. it is in favor of A ica- 
rag ua tliat for ten months of the y ear 
there are steady trade wind-, wliicli 
■would enable sailing ships to reach 
either lennintis without the as.^isi- 
ance of tug s ex cept in entering the 
artificial harbors. 
In the latitude of 
Panama, on the other hand, tliere are 
long periods of calm which mig ht ren­ 
der somewhat leng thy towing neces­ 
sary . 
While the objection counts for 
something , it is not so serious as 
mig ht he supposed, for the reason 
that tlie deep-sea sailing tonnag e 
forms a very ^ma]l and rajiidly dimin­ 
ishing proportion of the total 
ton­ 
nag e. 
In fact, it is probable'that hv 
the time either canal is iinished, the 
tramp steamer will have completely 
ousted the sailing ship from the long ­ 
distance carry ing trade. 
In lay ing out a ship canal the cur­ 
vature is one of the most important 
questions for consideration. In view 
of the ever-increasing leng th of ocean 
steamships, it i.s desirable to make the 
canal as straig ht as pos.sible. If, ow­ 
ing to the nature of the country , 
curves are necessary , they should he 
‘^easy ,’^ that is to say , their radius 
should be larg e. 
When a larg e ship 
passes up the Manchester Ship canal 
she has to he assisted by a tug at her 
head and one at the stern to enable 
her to make the turns. 
Tliis is te­ 
dious, costly and full of risk. 
The 
smallest curve at Panama will he four 
times as easy as that of the Alanchcs- 
ter canal in Eng land, and double as 
« asv as those of the Kiel canal in Ger- 
%■ 
: many . 
The curvature of the Niag ara canal 
has not been determined, 
but 
for 
about 5 0 miles of its course down the 
San Juan valley it must necessaniy 
very sliarp, even after the waters 
of the river have been dammed. The 
approx imate curvature of tlie river 
^^channel shows a total leng tli of eur- 
rv^ature in the valley of 30.G miles. 
The ciin'cs of the Panama canal are 
of 8 ,200 feet radius or over, while the 
river cluinnel at Nicarag ua has six 
curves of TOO to 1 ,cOO feet, 1 •> oi l.cOO 
ido 2,5 00, and 21 curves of 2,5 00 to 
3,000 feet. 
Althoug h the Ochoa 
¿ani wjll widen tjie channel, it will he 
diiticult, even with costly ex cavation, 
in cutting away tiic spurs of the hills, 
to I'cduco the curvature to ihe ex tent 
neccssarv for easy navig ation.

Bread for Natives of Vari 
ous Places. 
In many parts of Imlia the llowers 
of a saponaceous tree form a really im­ 
portant article of food. 
'Fhe blos­ 
soms are very numerous and siuaui- 
lent, and are eaten raw. They arc also 
sun-dried and sold in the bazars. A 
sing le tree aitords from 200 to 400 
pounds of the flowers. 
The flowers 
of another species are em])h)y o(l in a 
similar manner by the natives of .My ­ 
sore and Alalabar. 
They are eitlier 
dried or roasted and tiicn eaten, or 
hrifised and boiled to a jelly and made 
into small balls to be traded for other 
food. 
Amo n g the queeresi of trees 
is the baobab;, or monkey bread. 
It 
g rows to the heig ht of 10 feet, but its 
g irtli is entirely out of proportion to 
its heig ht, some trees being 30 feet in 
diameter. 
You can cut a room big 
enoug h for 30 men into the trunk of 
a baobab, and the tree Jives on and 
flourishes. It produces fruit about a 
foot long , which is edible. 


ANIMAL COMI^IUNITIES. 


Causes Which Govern Their Movements 
—An Elaborate Study. 
The schooling , swarming , herding 
or flocking of animals j>resentsa fas­ 
cinating subject, and 
the 
causes 
which g overn the various movements 
constitute an elaborate study , 
lie- 
cently the writer while duck shooting 
in a California tiilc swam]) become so 
interested in the flocking of birds that 
he forg ot the ducks. Lcfore the blind 
ex tended huiidreds of acres of tule 
sw<im]) which resounded with 
the 
notes ot the blackbirds. 
As the sun 
rose, there was a eoiieerled movement 
among the birds, and as near as could 
be judg ed from 5 00 lo 1.000 birds 
would ri>e, as thoug h a sig nal had 
been sounded, and .^wec]» on, filling 
the air with their sounds, then as sud­ 
denly dro|) into the tulcs on the edg e 
of die swamp. 
This appeared to he 
the rendezvous, as thoug h some g en­ 
eral oilieer was ap])ointing the birds 
to certain farms and ranches for the 
day , as from this spot other divisions, 
each composed of hundreds, rose as 
one bird, living oil' in dilTorent direc- 
tions—a ]>rocceding which was kept 
up for several hours until every ranch 
within five miles must have received 
its flock of red-wing ed blackbirds. 
Alany of the birds ajipear to form 
in flocks at the time of mig ration. 
Tiic jMcific brown pelican is prone to 
flv in flocks of from ten to iifiv. while 
• / 
*■ 
its cousin of the Gulf of Alexico is to 
some ex tent a solitary bird. 
Among the fishes the swarming or 
schooling is ])ractically noticeable. 
The herring s^ sardines and their allies 
are alway s banded tog ether, in all 
probability for mutual support, and 
tlic study of a school is an iiiternsi- 
ing ])astime.

be dis­ 
carded, and tlie usual plate of g lass, or 
diaphrag m, replaced by one which 
does not g ive its own, or 'Jiropcr,” 
note.

Monroe county. M o., in 1871, says 
yesterday’s 
St. 
Louis 
Post-Dis­ 
patch. 
Judge Bashaw remembers 
the incidents of the case 
clearly, 
and would be able to identify the 
man under arrest 
in 
Oklahoma, 
who claims to be W illiam A . Hill, 
if he is really his client of 28 years 
ago. 
-‘ I do not expect a conviction if 
Jester is now brought to 
trial,” 
said Judge Bashaw today. 
“ 
In my opinion it would not have 
been possible to 
convict him 
in 
1871. 
I have yet an abstract of 
the testimony taken at Jester’s pre­ 
liminary examination before Judge 
James Speed, 
in Paris, Monroe 
county, in which county the killing 
is charged to have been done. That 
examination was had ahier a most 
thorough search for testimony made 
by as earnest and efficient officials 
as any county ever had, aided by 
experienced 
detectives 
and hun­ 
dreds of citizens, all under the di­ 
rection and supervision of Hon. A . 
M . Alexander, an able and ener­ 
getic prosecutor. 
“ 
There was no want of funds with 
which to push the investigation. 
Mr. Gates, father of Gilbert, was 
on the ground, thoroughly persuad­ 
ed that he had the right man, and 
backed by well-nigh 
the 
entire 
community. 
A n d after all this ef­ 
fort, there was no proof that the 
young man had been killed except 
the bare 
fact 
of 
his 
disappear­ 
ance. 
“ 
The witnesses are not ail dead. 
In fact, about all those who swore 
to the leading facts against Jester 
are yet living. 
“ 
The case, if ever tried, will be 
a most interesting one to members 
of the profession interested in the 
law 
of 
circumstantial 
evidence. 
T h e legal questions involved 
lie 
along lines where great effort has 
been made, and with some success, 
to modify the old rule as to strict 
proof of the corpus delicti and as 
to what may be taken as compe­ 
tent and satisfactory proof there­ 
o f.” 
T he body of Gilbert Gates was 
never found. 
The theory is that it 
was thrown into the river. 
A Guthrie, O k., dispatch of the 
28th says :
